TAYLOR IS NOT IN THE RACE. 


Tennessee’s Governor Is Not a Candi- 
date for United States Senate. 
Nashville, Tenn., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Avowed candidates for senator have been 
uneasy as to Governor Taylor's intentions, 
but he has, after numerous conferences, 
given out this statement: 


“Circumstances forbid my entering the 
senatorial contest. I have no explanation 
to offer, no comments to make.”’ 


The circumstances to which Governor 
Taylor refers consist of Senator Turley’s 
refusal’ to withdraw. It developed tonight 
that Governor Taylor sent a note to Sena- 
tor Turley saying it was apparent Senator 
Turley could not win and if he would with- 
draw and transfer his strength to Taylor 
he (Taylor) could beat McMillin. 

Senator Turley replied that under no cir- 
cumstances could he withdraw; that.the 
matter shad gone too far for him to con- 
sider such a proposition, his self-respect 
demanding that he remain in the race un- 
til the finish. Some of Governor Taylor’s 
friends are still saying he will-be nominated 
and one of them gives out an interview 
making the prediction, but it is unauthor- 
ized and Governor Taylor has told several 
legislative friends so and asked them not 
to vote for him.

THE DEMOCRATS OBEY ORDERS. 


Lewer House of Maryland Legislature 
Has Organized. 

Annapolis, Md., January 7.—The republi- 
can members of the lower house of the 
Maryland legislature after more than two 
months of “‘deals’’ and ‘“‘promises’’ failed 
to agree upon a speaker for the house of 
delegates and today twelve of their num- 
ber, assisted by forty-one democrats, 
elected Louis Schafer, of Baltimore city, 
to the position of presiding officer.

If a simple display of the power of mem- 
bers is not sufficient to intimidate the 
anti-Hanna men there may be a closer ap- 
plication of force and they may be roughly 
handled. It is not unlikely that the mob 
of Hanna rooters will drive the ““‘bolters,”’ 
as they call them, out of the city and 
dare them to come back until the senato- 
rial élection is over. 

At the Hanna headquarters tonight it {s 
admitted that Senator Hanna {s still two 
votes short of the number requisite to 
elect. 

Charles L. Kurtz said tonight when he 
was told that it was reported from Day- 
ton that Manuel, one of the republican 
members of the house, who had been op- 
posing Senator Hanna, had announced his 
intention to support the senator; that he 
had no fear that Manuel would desert the 
anti-Hanna organization. He would not be- 
lieve it, he said, unless Manuel himself 
should come to him and announce it. 

“This election,” said he, “will not turn 
on a few votes.” 

Mr. Kurtz evidently expects votes against 
Hanna from members who have not given 
intimation of their opposition to him. 

The situation as far as votes are 
concerned remains ‘unchanged. The air 
of the Kurtz democratic managers 
in their headquarters at the Great 
Southern hotel gives color in the 
story that a sensational move of some kind 
may bé expected to offset the republican 
State mass meeting here Monday. The 
Kurtz party hope to agree by tomorrow 
night, as reported, upon a man for sena- 
tor, but the indications are for a deadlock 
for a short time at least. 

The latest phase of the case fs that the 
two fusion silver repdblicans of Cincinnati 
will, as claimed, vote for Hanna, provided 
they cannot get their silver republican 
choice elected senator. [n that event Mr. 
Hanna would still need some votes. 

In view of the crush of people expected 
Monday, the police have asked for detec- 
tives of the principal cities from New York 
to Chicago and the south to come. 

Situation Shows No Change. 

Columbus, O., January 7.—This was a 
quiet day among the army of political 
workers enlisted in the senatorial] contest, 
but it was productive of some important 
developments. The situation is practically 
unchanged, however. 

Senator Hanna’s managers were apparent- 
ly more cheerful today; but the cause for 
it was not apparent. They have adopted 
quite a different policy from that followed 
early in the canvass. They are now follow- 
ing the tactics of Mr. Kurtz, leader of the 
opposition, whose strong suit has been to 
conceal everything possible from the Han- 
na people. It is not so easy now to secure 
inside information from the Hanna head- 
quarters and this policy is generally ap- 
proved by the senator’s supporters. Im- 
portant developments are now kept under 
cover, and as a result the opposition bas 
been forced t@ partially change its vians. 
The efforts of the steering commiitee to 
whip thé democratic members of the leg- 
islature into line to vote for a republican 
for senator have not been so successful as 
they expected.

Handsome Widew Attempts 1 
Then Commits Suicide, 


FIRST SHOT MAY PROVE FATAL 


Lr. Shep A. Rogers Is Now in Hospit- 
al at the Point of Death — 


NO CAUSE IS KNOWN FOR THE TRAGEDY 


Shcoting Occurred in the »Country 
and No One Was Present at 
' the Time, 


Memphis, Tenn., January 7,—in the out- 
skirts of Memphis this afternoon Dr. Shep 
A. Rogers, professor of anatomy at the 
Memphis medical college, ex-president of 
the board of health and one of the most 
prominent physicians of thie city, was 
shot by Mrs. Mary Sandbrink, a widow, and 
tonight Hes in a dying condition at S&t. 
Joseph's hospital. 

After shooting Dr. Roger¥ the woman 
turned the revolver to her breast and sent 
a bullet crashing through ber heart. The 
cause of the tragedy is vei'ed in deepest 
mystery. 

The shooting occurred about seven miles 
from Memphis on the banks { Nonconnaes 
creek. Nobody saw the tragedy, nor would 
anybody have been attracted to the locality 
but for the noise of the two shots and the 
cries for assistance from Dr. Rogers. 

Doyle Pearson, a farmer, and three ne- 
groes went to the assistance of the wound- 
ed man when his cries for help reached 
their ears. He was lifted into a buggy and 
carried to the house of B. E. Echols, who 
resides about one and a quarter miles dls- 
tant from where the woman shot Dr. 
Rogers and then killed herself. There the 
wounded man received medical aid, after 
which he was removed to Memphis for 
permanent treatment. 

The body of the woman lay in the exact 
spot that she killed herself until nightfall, 
when her body was removed to the home of 
her sister, Mrs. Albertine R, Zimmerman. 

The weapon used by Mrs.’Sandbrink was 
a 4l-caliber Colt’s revolver. The pistol was 
a double-action one, but was old and rusty. 
The weapon belonged to the woman, being 
identified by her relatives when it was 
shown to them. . 

The cause of the affair {s a mystery. 
There is no doubt but that the woman com- 
mitted the deed. Before lapsing into un- 
comsciousness, in fact, as soon as he was 
seen by those who went te his aid, Dr. 
Rogers blamed her for the deed. Every de- 
tail that can be gathered: in connection 
with the tragedy substantiates Dr. Rogers 
In his statement. Dr, Rogegs was shot in 
the back, the bullet strikfmg the spinal 
column. i ae 

A coroner's jury returned a verdict to the 
effect that Mrs. Sandbrink was’ responsible 
for the shooting. 

When the coroner reached the place 
where the dead woman lay e¢he was 
stretched out on the: ground just as she 
fell after firing the fatal shots. Her clothes 
were unruffled and there were no foot- 
prints or other evidences that any struggle 
had occurred prior to the tragedy. Not a 
yard distant from her was found the 
weapon with which the deed was com- 
mitted. 

The right hand of the dead woman was 
ungloved, showing that she took ample 
precaution that the shooting contemplated 
should not misearry. 

Mrs. Gandbrink was stylishly dressed in 
a blue tailor-made serge suit. She wore a 
black felt cap handsomely decorated and 
also a white waistcoat, in which were gold 
studs, 

After she shot Dr. Rogers, Mrs. Sand- 
brink placed the revolver against her 
breast, and pressing it closely near the 
region of the heart, pulled the trigger. She 
was shot through the heart and her white 
waist was burned on her left side covering 
a space four or five inches in diameter. In 
falling to the ground the woman struck her 
head on the tree near by, as her face was 
bruised and full of splinters. 

Every effort has been made by the police 
to discover the cause for the shooting, but 
up to a late hour tonight the mystery has 
not been unraveled. 

It is said that the woman was infatuated 
with’ the physician and on one occasion 
had threatened to kill herself in his pres- 
ence. 

At a late hour tonight Dr. Rogers is re- 
ported to be in a very serious condition. 
Ar. operation was performed at St. Joseph’s 
hospital and the bullet extracted. Physi- 
clans say there is a bare chance for the 
physician’s recovery, but that the entire 
lower part of the body will be permanently 
paralyzed. The bullet from the woman’s 
revolver passed through the spine. 

Dr. Rogers regained consciousness for a 
few minutes tonight. He made a state 
ment that Mrs. Sandbrink decoyed him to 
the fatal spot by writing him a note. He 
Says the woman has greatly annoyed him 
witn ther attentions and threatened tu 
shoot him on several occasions. Tho 
family of the dead woman has not, as yet, 
made a statement, but ft is understood that 
they claim Dr. Rogers, was engaged to be 
married to Mrs. Sandbrink, and for some 
reason did not carry out his part of the 
contract. 


BURGLARS MAKE PAYING HAUL. 


Residence Robbed While There Are 
Several Persons in It. 

Chicago, January 7.—Burgldrs entered the 
residence of W. W. Jacobs, at 12 Waverly 
Place, last evening, and carried away min- 
ing stock valued at about $10,000, besides a 
collection of rare coins, musica] instrw- 
ments, rare books, jewelry, silverware and 
clothing. « 

The burglary took place while there 
were seven or eight persons in the house, 
a party of three being im the adjoining 
recm. 

The mining stock represents companies 
in the Mercur, Tantic and American Fork 
districts in Utah and Gilpin county district 
in Colorado, mostly gold stock. All of the 
mining stock is negotiable. 

Mr. Jacobs is secretary of the Utah state 
bureau of promotion and publicity.

FITZHUGH LEE GORS 
TOTHE FRONT AGAIN 


American Seldier Will Ride Beside the 
Spanish Leader. 


HE WILL SEEK GEN. GOMEZ 


Consul General Will Discuss Peace 
with Insurgent Leader. 


SPAIN: IS ANXIOUS FOR THE END TO COME 


Cuban Statesmen Will Accompany the 
Marshal and Minister to 
the Field. 


Havana, January 7.—It has been rumored 
since yesterday that General Fitzhugh Lee, 
the United States consul general, will ac- 
company Captain General Blanco when 
the latter takes the field. 

It is further reported that Senor Estrada 
Palma, the delegate to the United Stutes 
of the Cuban insurgents, will arrtve’ here 
shortly and accompany the captain general 
and General Fitzhugh Leee to the field, 
ard that a conference with General Mexi- 
mo Gomez will follow. 

The reports have caused a sensation in 
this city. 

Washington, January 7.—No confirmation 
of the preceding story is obtainable in 
Washington. However, it excited consid- 
erable interest both in administration and 
Spanish circles. 

At the state department it was said that 
General Lee had given no intimation of 
contemplating such a move, and that no 
arrangement looking to such intervention 
had been suggested from Washington. 

Further than this, no official would dis- 
cuss the matter. 

At the Spanish legation it was positively 
asserted that no advices on the subject had 
been received from any quarter. 

New York, January 7.—The rumor that 
General Fitzhugh Lee, the United States 
consul general, would accompany Captain 
General Blanco, when the latter takes the 
field, is looked upon by the members of the 
Cuban junta as highly improbable. 

Will Investigate Weyler’s Conduct. 

Madrid, January 7.—The cabinet council 
decided today to submit General Weyler’s 
conduct with reference to the protest 
against President McKinley’s message, and 
to other matters, to a fresh inquiry under 
the direction of the general commanding 
the first army corps, Lieutenant General 
Daban. 


There is a possibility that a ministerial 
crisis may thus be averted. 


DURBIN WILL HELP HANNA. 


Indiana National Committee Goes to 
Columbus, 0... 

Indianapolis, Ind., January 7.—A special 
to The News, from Anderson, Ind., says 
Winfield T. Durbin, Indiana representative 
on the ‘national republican committee, to- 
day went to Columbus, O., to join the 
ferces of Senator Hanna. Mr. Durbin is of 
the opinion that the republican future in 
Ohio and the nation depends upon the re- 
sult at Columbus, and that Hanna's defeat 
would be a disgrace to the state of Ohio.

OPEN SWITCH THROWS A TRAIAN. 


Two Men Are Fatally and One Serious- 
ly Injured Near Chicago. 
Chicego, January 7.—An open switch on 
the Grand Trunk railway threw a freight 
train into a siding at Harvey shortly after 
midnight and caused a wreck that fatally 
injured two men, hurt another seriously 
and resulted in the burning of an engine 
and a passenger coach and the demolition 
of twenty loaded freight cars and their con- 
tents. The injured are: 
Pdward Bancroft, of Battle Creek, Micts, 
fireman; internally injured; will die. 
F. Spaulding, head brakeman, fatally in- 
jured in jumping. 
C. W. Glisson, engineer, 
dangerously hurt. 


FOUND DYING IN A BOX CAR. 


Litile Rock Officers Trying To Solve 
a Deep Mystery. 

Little Rock, Ark., January 7.—Wednesday 
night a well-dressed white man of middle 
age was found in an unconsciéus condition 
in an empty freight car in the Iron Moun- 
tain yards in North Little Rock and was 
taken to the hospital, where he died with- 
out regaining consciousness. From papers 
in his possession it was learned that his 
name was lh A. Hudlow. It now develops 
that Hudlow was at some time within the 
past days a passenger on an Iron Moun- | 
tain train. A conductor’s ticket-marker 
was found in his hat, but where he came 
from and where he was going is not 
known. 

Today it was discovered that Hudlow’s

MOB HANGS ARKANSAS NEGRO. 
Crime Was Committed Something Over 


a Year Ago. 
Fordyce, Ark., January 7.—A negro 
named Devoe, a rapist, has been lynched by 
a mob\of citizens’ at a point between 


Bearden and Harlow Mill ranch, three 
miles north of Bearden. It is not definitely 
known when the hanging occurred, but it 
was some time between Wednesday morn- 
and this morning. 

ae was last seen at Bearden W ednes- 
day, when he was in the hands of an armed 
posse of men. They placed him in a wagon 
and started to Harlow Mill ranch, where 
the crime was committed. The posse has 
returned and given out the report that 
Devoe escaped. 

About a year ago two negroes, Devoe and 
Huntley, attempted an assault on a Mrs. 
Paine at Bearden. The negroes fied, but 
a few days ago Devoe returned and was 
arrested. He was interrogated as to the 
whereabouts of his partner, but refused to 
give any information pertaining to Hunt- 
ley. 

A rope was placed around his neck and he 
was drawn up to a limb of a tree. He 
then told the posse that Huntley was at 
Anderson’s mill and a posse went after 
Huntley, but returned and said that he 
had escaped. There is no doubt but both 
negroes were lynched. 


NEGROES LYNCH TWO NEGROES.

People Hang Without Warrant. 

Meridian, Miss., January 7.—Jim Watts 
and Sam Cole, negroes, of Neshoba county, 
were lynched in Pea Ridge, Kemper coun- 
ty, a few days ago.

DURRANT DIES AT 
END OF A ROPE 


LS TT 


Minnie Wiliams Swung Off 
WAS COOL TO THE {AST 


Marched to the Gallows Accompanied by 
His Father and a Priest 


HE JOWED THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 


Condemned Was Less Disturbed Than 
Those About Him and Spoke 
from the Scaffold Without 
a Tremor in His 
Voice.

San Quentin, Cal., January 7.—When WIl- 
liam Henry Theodore Durrant @ied on the 
gallows this morning, for the murder of 
Blanche Lam<«nt, he gave such an exhibi- 
tion of coolness and nerve as has seldom 
been seen under similar circumstances. 

Hepeful almest to the very last minute 
that something or some one wonld inter- 
vene to save him, he walked to the ecaf- 
fold this mcrning and made his little speech 
protesting his innocence as calmly and with 
as distinct énunciation as if he had been 
addressirg an ¢ssemblage of friends upon 
some ordirary topic of the day. His face 
Was pale, his eyes were red, but his voice 
was; firm, and he stccd as solidly as a rock 
while he prodiaimed his innocence and pro- 
fessed forgivenness to those who, he sald, 
had hcunded him to death, 

There was not a hitch or accident to mar 
the plans of Werden Hale in carrying out 
the sentence of the lew. The noose was ad- 
justed, the trap was sprung, the stout rope 
held and Durrant’s bedy dunglet—at the 
end. The neck was broken by the fall of 
five feet, ard fifteen minutes later the mur- 
derer’s body was cut down and placed in 
the coffin. 

In spite of the exciting events of last 
night, when Durrant was besieged by news- 
paper reporters and talked to his parents 
until 11:20 o'clock p. m., he rested during 
the night and shortly after 6 o'clocKk he 
awoke and bade his guards good morning. 

Wafden Hale had provided a new svit 
of dark material im honor of the oceasion, 
and these clothes Durrant quickly donned. 
He noticed the absence of collar and neck~- 
tie, however, and knowing full well the réa- 
son for their omission, asked for them, ex- 
plaining that a turndown collar would not 
interfere with the noose. Then he sat down 
to a most excellent breakfast and ate hear- 
tily. 

During the early morning hours Durrant 
éid not have mrch to say beyond express- 
ing a desire that no newspaper men should 
be allowed to see him. This request was 
complied with. 

Joins Catholic Church. 

Consistent to the last, Durrant dled pro- 
fessing religion. He accepted at the last 
moment the comforts of the Catholic 
church instead of those of the Baptist faith,

Protestant minister, had arranged to as- 
cend the scaffold with Durrant, but the 


minister would not say he thought Dur- 
rant was innocent, and the condemned 
man declined to accept his services unless 
the reverend gentleman professed belief 
in his innocence. Then it was that the 
once ardent Baptist turned to the Catho- 
lic church for consolation, and called upon 
Father Lagan, a priest who had frequently 
visited him in prison, to attend him.

tation with the priest and seemed to be 
deeply interested In the impressive cere- 
mony. 


As the hour of the execution approached 
the prisoner became somewhat restiess. 
His father and mother were admitted to 
bid him a last farewell. The elder Durrant 
grasped his son by the hand, and the 
young man then turned to comfort his mo- 
ther, who cried hysterically. Durrant em- 
saying: 

“The hour has come for us to part,” and 
put her gently away. 

The grief-stricken mother was led to a 
private room, where she remained until 
after the execution. The father, however, 
went to the execution room, and, supported 
by two friends, saw his son meet his death. 

Warden Hale did not attempt to hurry 
matters, but allowed all possible time for 
the supreme court at Washington ¢0 take 
some action. Finally when word was flash- 
ed across the continent that the supreme 
court had declined to interfere the warden 
ordered the programme of the day to be 
carried out. 

At 10:% o’clock Durrant, accompanied by 


| Father Lagan, appeared at the door of the 
' door of the execution room. He-was fol- 


flowed by his father, a friend, Wardes 
Hale end the guards. The father and his 
friends walked around the gallows to the 
front while Durrant and his keepers climb- 
ed to the gallows platfcrm. Instantly on 
arriving at the gallows his lees and arms 
were pinioned and the rope was placed 
about bis neck. The hangman was about 
to adjust the black cap when Durrant an- 
nounced his desire to speak. 
‘Durrant’s Last Speech. 

Permission was given and the doomed 
murderer, with his feet on the trap, the 
cord about his throat, tied fast to the cross- 
beam on the gallows, the holy water of his 
baptism in the Catholic church on n+ 
head, he said these final words: 

“] desire to’say that although I am an

I forgive every- 
dy who has persecuted me, an innocent 
man whose hands have never been stained 
with blood, and I go to meet my God with 
forgiveness for all men.” 

The words were delivered slowly and dis- 
tinctly and without emphasis. The eager 
crowd of spectators grouped closer to the 
wooden framework that they might not 
lose a word of what was being said. Not 
@ sound could be heard except the even 
tones of the man about to die. 

Durrant finished quietly and had scarce- 
ly ceased when the black cap was placed 
over his face. 

At the same time Hangman Lunt raised 
his hand, the trap was sprung and with a 
rattle Durrant’s body was shot through 
the opening. There was a sound as of a 
stout rope drawn taut and a broken-necked 
criminal swayed to and fro for a moment 
when the body became motionless, The 
crowd surged forward, but the warden’s 
voice /was heard to exclaim: ‘Stand back.” 
The/doctors, however, were permitted to go 
for ard, where they felt the pulse and 
finally decided that Durrant was dead. 

In just eleven minutes and twenty-eight 
geconds all signs of life had vanished and 
the most noted criminal of the nineteenth 
century was officially dead. The body was 
allowed to hang for fifteen minutes, when 
it was cut down and placed in a black 
coffin provided by an undertaker from San 
Francisco. It is not yet known what dis- 
position of the body will be made, as Dur- 
rant’s pdrents have been so far unable to 


gecure accommodations tn any of the local | 


cemeteries for the body of their son. It is 
very probable that the body will be cre- 


mated. 
Crowd Keaves tne Gallows. 

As soon as the drop fell the spectators 
hurried out of: the room and nobody re- 
mained except physicians and newspaper 
men. Durrant, senior, went immediately to 
his wife, who was awaiting in one of the 
guard rooms, and together they accompa- 
nied the body of their son to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The prison officials were all enthusiastic 
in their praise of Durrant’s nerve. It had 
been feared by them ‘that in spite of his 
apparent bravado, the condemned man 
would break down at the last moment and 
make a scene. At one time several days ago 
Durrant gave evidence of a collapse, but 
he managed to pull his nerves together 
once more and: proudly declined all offers 
of stimulants to enable him to make a bold 
ghowing on the scaffold. The criminal was 
apparently proud of his race and avowed 
that he would ‘‘die like a Durrant.” 

Durrant’s most urgent request of Warden 
Hale was that no autopsy be held on his 
body. The prisoner’s medical training 
gseemed to have imbued him with a horror 
of the surgical treatment of corpses and he 
vowed that no knife should ever touch his 
flesh. He also requested that the rope 
with which he was hanged be burned. His 
wishes in both these respects were observ- 
ed by the warden. 

When at last Durrant stood upon the 
gallows he gave no signs of weakening. 
His light figure was as erect as though it 
had been his marriage morning. The broad 
wather strap that bound his arms to his 
sides allowed hisS wrists some play and his 
’ ffigers rested lightly on the strap. Five 
minutes later when his body was swinging 
like a pendulum beneath the trap the 
fingers, now all blue and chilled looking, 
still rested where he had placed them as 
he left the cell. ‘ 

Mrs. Durrant did not witness the execu- 
tion. She remained with Theodore until 
fifteen minutes before the end. She watch- 
ed Father Lagan baptized her son in the 
Catholic church and was then led, weeping, 
out of the prison by two guards. She re- 
mained in the grounds until all was over 
and then departed. 

Parents Passed the Night Near Him. 

Durrant’s parents spent the night in a 
little inn outside the prison walls, while 
their son made a desperate effort to so 
calm his nerves that he might spend in 
sleep the most of his remaining hours. 
Hoping against hope, demanding miracles 
‘from the slight difference in time between 
Washington and California, expecting some 
phenomenal action on the part of the jus- 
tices of the supreme court of the United 
States when they should take their seats 
at noon on the day set for the execution of 
the criminal of the century, the unhappy 
parents spent the night. alternately climb- 
ing the heights of sanguine hope and then 
piunged into the deepest abysses of despair. 

Durrant apparently had no thought of 
suicide. He passed his waking hours in 
prayer, and when last night the prison phy- 
sician remarked reassuringly that he would 
come to him in the morning prepared to 
give him stimulants, his significant smite 
and easy micasured ‘tone told, if he had not 
‘said a word, that he wculd scorn such sup. 
port or comfort. 

Nerve Never Failed’ Him. 

Wen asked if he felt at all unnerved, 
Durrant held his arm at length and tri- 
umphantly demonstrated that it had no 
tremor. Then, with an air which was im- 
pressive, even if grandiloquent, he said: 

“If I have to die, I will die like a Dur- 
rant; that is all. I belong to a race which 
can meet even death without flin¢éhing.”’ 

So impressed was the penitentiary doe- 
tor with the condemned man that he de- 
clared: ¢ 

“Why, that fellow is the man of the cen- 
tury. Any one who thinks he is going to 
break down is badly mistaken. I have 
never seen any one who approaches him. 
It is hard to believe that a-man with not 
more than a few hours to live, except by 
the most unforeseen intervention, could talk 
of his doom and his condition as a man 
could ask. I have not had him weighed, 
but I think he cou'd tip the scales at a 
mark of over 16. He is as particular about 
his appearance as if he were preparing to 
go to his first party. I remarked that he 
had had a visit from the barber, to whica 
he replied: ‘Yes, and he left his trade mark 
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be ‘all right in a few days.’ 

“This vanity was shown again when I 
asked him about his general health since 
he. had been placed in the condemned cell. 
‘The meat has been so good since I- have 
been her,’ he said; ‘and I have enjoyed it 
so much t I have probably eaten more 
than I shduld and it has brought out this 
little rash. about my mouth.’ Like the 
barber's slip, that too, he said, would be 
ali right in a few days.” . 

Attorneys Never Gave Up. 

Durrant’s attorneys went as far yesterday 
as lawyers dare fn the federal courts 
of the city and found no reliéf. Between 
their client and the gallows they could in- 
terpose no’ more substantial. barriers than 
certified copies of futile proceedings and 
an empty warning to the warden of San 
Quentin prison. The governor finally and 
flatly refused to intervene. In the east 
showed the faintest ray of a faint hope. 
The young lawyer who went to Washington 
with the last plea for delay failed yester- 
day to get a hearing, but today he had 
the assurance of a speedy termination by 
the nation’s: highest court of his matters. 
It was a faint hope, though. 

It was a sad day, not only for Durrant, 
but for eight other murders who are con- 
fined in San Quentin and whose fate de- 
pended on the success made by the ef- 
forts of Durrant’s attorneys in his. behalf. 
They were all prepared to follow the same 
tactics for delay, but now that the courts 
have show# that it is possible to hang a 
murderer iff California, they have given up 
hope. 

Last Play for Time. 

Washington, January 7.—The United 
States supreme court, at 3 minutes past 1 
o'clock today, rendered its final decision in 
the case of Willlam Henry Theodore Dur- 
rant, refusing to interfere. 

The matter was before the court on an 
application. made by Attorney Louts Pp. 
Boardman for leave to file a petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus in Durrant’s be- 
half. This application was only made by 
Mr. Boardman after he had exhausted all 
other resources. 

After seeing Justices Brewer and Harlan 
last night, he called upon Justice Shiras 
before the convening of the court, but met 
with the same denial from him which he 
had received at the hands of the other 
justices. 

Chief Justice Fuller uttered a sentence 
which forecast the decision of the court. 

"We decide in that case,” said the chief 
justice, “that the state courts could pro- 
ceed in such cases in the absence of the 
mandate of this court.” 

With this Mr. Boardman’s presentation 
of the case closed, and the court retired 
for consultation at 12:28, returning at 3 
minutes past 1 o’clock. 

The decision came promptly and without 
any circumlocution after the court had re- 
turned to the chamber. The members had 
scarcely more than taken their seats when 
the chief justice announced the decision, 
saying: 

“In the matter of the application for a 
writ of habeas corpus in the case of Theo- 
dore Durrant, the pétition to file such ap- 
plication is denied by the unanimous opin- 
ion of this court.’’ 


KOS: HANGED IN ARKANSAS. 


Negro Killed an Aged Man of His Own 
Race a Year Ago. 

Little: Rock, Ark., January 7.—Ellis Rose, 
colored, was hanged at Jonesboro, Ark., 
today. The drop fell at 1:30 o’clock. His 
neck was broken and the body showed no 
evidence of life after the drop. 

Rose was convicted of the murder of 
Henry Sutton, an aged negro, in Critten- 
den county on June 7th last. The crime 
was the result of an old grudge which orig- 
inated about a year previously, when Rose, 
while drunk, raised a disturbance at a 
camp meeting. 

Sutton tried to quiet Rose, and knocked 
him. down. A year afterwards Rose and a 
negro named LaFayette Lucky murdered 
Sutton for revenge. Lucky is now serving 
& term of twenty-one years for his partici- 
pation in the crime. 


EANGING IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Man Killed a Woman One Year and 
One Day Ago. 

Greenfield, Mass., January 7.—John 
O'Neill, Jr., was hanged in the Franklin 
county jail today for the murder of Mrs. 
Hattie KE. McCloud in Buckland on January 
8th of last year. O'Neill protested his in- 
nocence to the last. 

Mrs. McCloud was found dead on the 
highway upon which she had been walking 
from the village to her father’s house, 
where she resided. There were indications 
that she had been strangled to death. 

ty Neill, who was twenty-six years of age, 
of bad repute, was arrested for the crime. 
He had in his pockets a sum of money 
corresponding in amount to the sum Mrs. 
McCloud was known to have had when she 
was killed, and this proved a strong link in 
the chain of circumstantial evidence that 
led to O’Neill’s conviction by the jury.

Washington, Jaruary 7.—(Special.)—A 
strong effort is being made by western re- 
publicans to prevent the appointment of 
Jvudge Paxson, of Pennsylvania, to the 
interstate commerce commission and it is 
now believed that, this opposition, together 
with that of labor organizations every- 
where, will prevent Paxson’s appointment. 

The western men are basing their fight 
on two grounds. They argue that Judge 
Paxson’s age—he is seventy-four years 
*“Jd—would necessarily militate against the 
quality of his service in this capacity. They 
contend that the duties are arduous and 
that if the commission is to be of any 
value at.all it mvst have the service of 
strong and vigorous men, 

The Commission’s Make-Up. 

Then they argue against Judge Paxson 
on geographical grounds. As the commis- 
sion is now constituted, Knapp, of New 
York, represents the middle states; Prouty, 
of Vermont, stands for New England; 
Yeomans, of Iowa, for the central section, 
and Clements, of Georgia, for the south, 
To properly preserve the geographical bal- 
ance. it is contended, the present vacancy 
should be filled by the appointment of a 
man from the far west. 

The man who is now being particularly 
pressed upon the attention of the president 
is Colonel Lambertson, of Nebraska, who 
was assistant secretary of the treasury 
under Harrison. If the president is not 
held by Chairman Hanna to his Paxson 
promise, he may appoint Lambertson. 

Cullom and Hepburn Offered It. 

President McKinley has. shown a dispo- 
sition to go west for this appointee—or 
rather did until Mr. Hanna promised it to 
the Pennsylvania people for Judge Pax- 
son. He has offered the place to Senagor 
Cullom and, it is said, urged him to take 
it. But the Illinois senator would very 
much rather be a live senator than a mem- 
ber of a commission whose life has been 
sapped out by supreme court decisions, He 
has been trying to land ‘“‘Dave’”’ Littler, 
one of the Illinois gang, in the place and 
‘Billy’ Mason has been lending his active 
assistance; but McKinley couldn’t see it. 

Another man who, it is understood, could 
have had _ the place was Hepburn, of 
Iowa, and that despite the fact that there

Chance for Western Man. 

The arguments against Paxson on ac- 
count of age and geographical position 
have had weight with the president and 
those who are actively at work for Lam- 
bertson believe he or some other western 
man has a good chance to land.

CANDLER WRITES ANOTHER ape 


The Hon. Bill Clifton Comes to Town 
and Joins the Political Throng. 
‘Mr. Terrell Is Still in Bruns- 
wick—Mark Hardin 
Also Absent. 


MONG the hundreds of le!ters which 
are daily pouring in upen Colonel 
Allen D. Candler in response to the 
communication which he recently address- 
ed to his friends concerning the governor- 
ship, nine out of ten applaud him for the 
bold stand which he has taken on the ques- 
tion of lower taxes. In Fis communication 
offering to stand as 2a candidate for gov- 
ernor if the democratic party desired him 


to do so, he said: 
‘We must have not only reform in our 


currency ssystem, bat we must also have 
more economy and lower taxes in both 
state and federal government; our taxing 
laws must bear equally on all alike, and 
our state tax rate must be lowered, * * * 
These are my lifelong and deeply rooted 
convictions, and it is because of these facts 
that I am urged to stand for the nomina- 


tion for governor."’ 

Every line of the Candler letter breathes 
strong democratic doctrine, but it was this 
paragraph which:seemed to strike an over- 
whelmingly popular chord. ‘“‘Five-cent cot- 
and high taxes don’t go. together,” 
wrote hundreds of people in response, ‘‘and 
We are with you on that platform.’’ Of 
course, the writers talked about free silver 
—they all want a thoroughbred silver can- 
didate for governor—and some discussed 
the tariff and the bond question and other 
things, but the burden of their appeal was 
for lower taxes. Some of the most con- 
spicuous democrats of the state not only 
complimented Colonel] Candler for putting 
this plank in his own platform, but they 
urged that it be transferred bodily into 
the platform waich the party is to adopt 
at the approaching state convention. 

Sounding Party Sentiment. 

In addition to addressing his personal 
friends on the question of his possible 
ecanduiacy for governor, Colonel Candler 
has written another and a more general ! 
levter, as follows: . 

Gainesville, Ga., January 6, 1898.—My 
Dear Sir: As you are aware, my name 
has been suggested among others for 
the democratic nomination for governor. 
The suggestion was not inspired by me, 
but came up spontaneously from every 
quarter of the state. This, I suppose, is 
due to the fact.that my record in con- 
gress and in state matters is approved 
bv democrats who know it. Iam no new 
corvert to the doctrines of our party. 
In national issues I stand squarely and 
unequivocally on the Chicago platform, 
Lecause I helped to make it and be- 
li-ve in its declarations. 

In state matters I believe in clean 
inethods and. honest politics. I believe 
in raost rigid economy and the lowest 
possidle rate of taxation at all times, 
but especially in such times as these, 
Wei the price of everything we buy 
is inereased by a robber tariff, when 
cotton is down to 5 cents a pound, and 
when ‘honest labor, clad in rags, begs 
for work at starvation wages to buy 
bread. The people of Georgia pay in 
taxes, state and county, each year about 
$6,000,000. It is too much. I believe in 
sound and safe state banks of issue to 
give elasticity to our currency, prevent 
congestion in the commercial centers, 
and thus put it out’ of the power of 
speculators ‘to fix the price of the pro- 
ducts of our farms. I am as much op- 
posed to monopolies in offices as I am 
to monopolies in trade, and hence oppose 
rings, @liques and combinations in pol- 
itics. I believe all our candidates should 
be selected in honest primaries, fairly 
conducted, in which none but recogniz- 
ed democrats should vote. If I should be 
a candidate for governor, I shall insist 
on going dinectly to the people, the rank 
and file of the democracy, in such pri- 
maries, and not to the self-constituted 


bosses and ring masters. 

These are my views, this my position. 
If you think I am right, write me a 
line and tell me so; if I am wrong, 
write me and tell me wherein. But, 
right or wrong, these are my views, and 
if I become satisfied that a majority 
of my democratic bretbren indorse them 
I shall be a candidate for governor, and 
will thank them for ‘their support; if

Business recently has 
carried ?mea into most of the counties in 
middleAnd south Georgia, and in every one 
of them I have encountered a strong feel- 
ing of the part of the people against this 
consthnt elevation of the tax rate. The 
low price of cotton has brought no money 
into their hands, and they are being com- 
pelled to mortgage their mance and their 
mBles to pax taxes. 

You people here in the city don’t appre- 
clate it and you never will ungil you go off 
nto the county and meet those on whom 
the burden of taxation falls most heavily. 
Free silver ig 2 good thing and a tariff for 
revenue only is a good thing, and the great 
army of democratic voters throughout the 
state want unequivocal dclarations in their 
favor in the state platform. They want 
to see the McKinley administration roasted 
as it ought to be, and they want to see 
good mén nominated for office. But be- 
yond and above all this they want to know 
when they come to vote that they are cast- 
ing their ballot for a man who is not only 
pledged to ‘keep the taxrate down, but 
whose character is such as to insure his 
carrying out his pledge.”’ 

‘The Governor’s Power. 

Experience shows that the governor can 
do a great deal more in the matter of fix- 
ing the tax rate than people generally sup- 
pose. During the past few years the tax 
rate has’ steadily increased, rising from 
4.37 mills in 1894 to 4.4 in 1896 and to 5.21 in 
1897—and the latter in spite of the fact that 
the extra $400,000 school appropriation was 
carried over for a year, and will be collect- 
ed next fall. Comptroller General Wright, 
vho watches the finances of the state closer 
than anybody else, says he does not see 
how it will be possible to keep the rate for 
1898 below 6.50 mills, the maximum limit 
authorized by ‘the act of 1896, and yet under 
the sturdy economy of Governor MecDan- 
jel in 1883 the rate was only 2.50, although 
the million-dollar capitol was begun in 
that year. 

During its construction the highest rate 
reached was 4 mills, and that only in a sin- 
gle year. Georgia’s taxable values have 
also shown a serious shrinkage since 15892, 
and under the influences of five-cent cotton 
there is almost certain to be a further fall- 
ing off when the next returns are made. 
Under such circumstances it will require a 
governor with Spartan courage to guard 
the state treasury, and it is the announce- 
ment of his determination to -do this, if 
elected, which has done more than any- 
thing else to eive such a tremendous im- 
petus to the Candler boom at its very in- 
ception. 

Of course it is unfair to assume that 
Mr. Terrell or any other candidate will not 
take an equally positive stand on this 
matter, but the fact that Colonel Candler 
was the first man to see the necessity of 
reform and to take advantage of it is not 
likely to be forgotten. . 

Movements of the Politicians. 

Yesterday was another busy day among 
the friends of all the candidates, and in, 
spite of the fact that Colonel Terrell and 
Uncle Mark Hardin were absent, the cor- 
ridors of the capitol were filled with many 
visitors from out of town. The Hon. Bill 
Clifton, broad-shouldered and effervescent, 
came in early in the day and brought the 
sea breezes of McIntosh with him. He 
said he had come to town only on personal 
business, and did not know anything about 
the politics of south Georgia worth men- 
tioning, except that Mr. duBignon would 
carry Mcintosh county if he were a candi- 
date. Colonel Clifton and Colonel Charles 
S. Northen will once more run respectively 
for secretary and assistant secretary of 
the senate, and will, as usual, go through 
without opposition. The former called on all 
the statehouse officials who were present, 
hit them in the back, and addressed them 
as ‘“‘patriotic and liberty loving citizens." 
Every one was giad to see him, and during 
his week’s stay he will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the aggregation of familiar figures 
now inhabitating the capitol. 

Mr. Terrell did not return from Brunswick 
during the day, but will be back this morn- 
ing, and Uncle Mark Hardin is also looked 
for at the same time. Colonel Candler 
spent the entire day writing letters and 
recely:ng callers, and it was only at rare 
intervals that there was not a waiting 
throng in the anteroom.

Her Business Men Come Together for 
Mutual Discussion. 


ORGANIZE A BOARD OF TRADE 


Interests of City and County Are Held 
To Be Mutual. 


THE CITY IS A HEAVY COTTON MART 


Therefore Increased Advantages in the 
Way of Freights, Banking, Etc., 
Are Matters of Interest. 


Elberton, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Last Monday evening the business men, 
feeling the need of such an organization, 
met in the city hall and organized a board 
of trade with Mr. McAlpin Arnold as presi- 
dent and Mr. W. O. Jones secretary and 
treasurer. Mr. Arnold is a member of the 
large business firm of Arnold & Co., suc- 
cessors to Gairdner, Arnold & Co., and also 
president of the Bank of Elberton. 

The Necessities of the City. 

When seen by a representative of The 
Constitution he ta'tked freely of the or- 
ganization and of the business interests of 
the country. The city of Elberton has 
grown to the proportions where it is neces- 
sary for the people to act in concert on all 
business matters; that such interests as 
freight, express, telegraph, etc., might be 
properly handled. Receiving so large a cot- 
ton crop, together with the many and di- 
versified industries of the city and section, 
it requires organized effort to make them 
pan out for the best interests of the peo- 
ple. And to further these interests the 
board of trade was organized. 

“For some time we have been d!scrimi- 
nated against by the railroads,’’ said Mr. 
Arnold, ‘‘and we propose to look into the 
matter and see that we get our rights. AS 
is well known, Elberton has two railroads, 
the Southern and the Seaboard. They both 
have discriminated against us in freight 
rates and to obtain our rights is one of the 
main objects of the new organization. 
These roads have been giving less rates 
for a long haul to smaller towns beyond 
and above Elberton, and less rates even 
to very small towns that are further from 
the shipper than we. The business men of 
E‘berton feel that this is unjust and that 
the large amount of business they do with 
these two roads entitles them to greater 
consideration from them than they have 
received, and certainly more than that 
shown to the little towns along the roads 
that do scarcely no business with them. 
We shall take such steps as the committee 
appointed shall suggest and in the near 
future we hope this righteous grievance 
will be satisfactorily settied.’’ 

Indorses The UConstitution’s Policy. 

When asked his views as to the financial 
condition of the country and the future 
outlook he said: “‘From a general stand- 
point the business of this section is on a 
par with that of any section. Of course it 
is not What it should be and is not what 
it will ba. There are various reasons to be 
assigned for this. Primarily the finances 
of the country are responsible for any busi- 
ness depression that exists. I heartily }fa- 
vor the position The Constitution has all 
a.ong taken on the financial question and I 
hope it will not be long before we can 
reap some benefit from such laws enacted 
as The Constitution advocates. Until then 
I do not hope for the long delayed wave of 
prosperity. 

“Elberton has built up quite an ex- 
tensive reputation as a business place, and 
has almost doubled her size within the last 
few years, built factories, put up electric 
works, etc., with a large area of country 
to draw from, receiving large quantities of 
cotton from the surrounding counties, at- 
tracting widespread attention to her 
natural resources, with wide-awake busi- 
ness men, it will be the duty as well as 
the privilege of the board of trade to en- 
large the interests and make Elberton the 
metropolis of northeast Georgia.” 

Banking Advantages Increased. 

When asked in reference to the bank over 
which he presided Mr. Arnold stated that 
the Bank of Elberton had just c'osed the 
most prosperous year of its existence. The 
capital was $25,000 and the surplus $10,000. 
Elberton has another bank besides this 
one, the Elberton Loan and Savings bank, 
which has a capital of $30,000 and a surplus 
of between $20,000 and $25,000. It has also 
had a prosperous year. Mr. Arnold said he 
regarded the Bank of Elberton-as one of 
the strongest and best institutions of its 
kind in existence.

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THROUGH THE TRAP 


Goes Upon the Scaffold a Trembl ng, 
Abject Coward. 


HAD NO HOPE OF A HEREAFTER 


Could Not Find Courage To Speak to 
Those About Him. , 


HAD CONTEMPLATED SEVERAL OTHER CRIMES 


Hed an Inordinate Desire for Money 
and Was Determined To Kill 
Some One in Order To Get It. 


Bainbridge, Ga, January 7.—(Special.)— 
“Hold on! wait!’ 

Such were the last words of Simon Hop- 
kins as he stood on the trap with the 
black cap on his head. 

“What do you want, asked 
Sheriff Patterson. 

“Where is Mr. Griffith?’ 

“He is not here.” 

“Tell him goodby,” was the trembling 
response. “You have been good to me, Mr. 
Patterson. Goodby, everybody.” 

This was spoken in a weak, faltering 
voice. After a pause the hatchet fell on 
the rope holding the trap, and the murderer 
paid the penalty of his crime. 


A Cowering Coward. 


Simon Hopkins was a bright mulatto, six 
feet high, weighing two hundred pounds. 
His face, at best, bore a brutal appear- 
ance. The loss of one eye added still more 
to his bad countenance. 

At 10:30 o’clock The Constitution’s cor- 
respondent found him in his cell, face down- 
ward, on a cot. Nearby was an untouched 
breakfast. He refused to talk, and asked 
that no one but his Kindred be admitted. 
At 11:4 Sheriff Patterson sent a deputy 
to prepare him. He was dressed in a dark 
blue flannel, with tan shoes, bought the 
night before his arrest with the victim’s 
money. When ‘told to walk to the trap his 
nerves forsook him, and he presented a 
pitiable spectacle. Phree men had to hold 
him while walking, and two to support 
him on the trap. After his arms and feet 
were pinioned and the rope adjusted the 
sheriff asked if he had anything to say. 
He stood staring and trembling, but spoke 
not a word. 

Then He Found Voice. 

After a time the sheriff adjusted the 
black cap, and the trembling wretch found 
voice to utter the few words already quoted. 

The trap was sprung exactly at 12 
o'clock. The body was cut down after 
twenty-two minutes, and his death was 
due to strangulation. The fall was seven 
feet. The fanging was in private. There 
were twenty-live guards, reporters and 
physicians, and three colored ministers, 

Meditated Other Crimes. 

This was not the only time that Simon 
Hopkins contemplated murder for money. 
He tried to decoy Mr. Clarence Mims to a 
secluded place some time ago to kill and 
rob him. Mims started to the place where 
Hopkins was concealed, but was called in 
another direction just before reaching the 
place, which saved-his life. 

At the time of the murder Hopkins was 
driver for George D. Griffin, tax collector, 
and went with him collecting. He confessed 
that he was waiting till Griffin made a 
large collection to kill and rob him and 
escape to Florida. 

He told the preachers this morning that 
he had no hope for the other world. 

The Murder of Harris. 

The crime for which Simon Hopkins was 
hanged was the murder of John Harris. 
When placed on trial, Hopkins being un- 
able to employ an attorney, the court up- 
pointed counsel for his defense, and every 
effort was made to save his neck. The

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Is Christianity on the Wane? 

The extraordinary will of the late 
Mr. Henry M. Taber, of New York, form- 
erly president and treasurer of the board 
of trustees of the First Presbyterian 
church of that city, has furnished one 
of the chief topics of discussion in news- 
paper and religious circles during the 
past few days. In this will it will be 
remembered that Mr. Taber not only re- 
nounced the religious faith which he 
had publicly professed for years, but also 
specially requested that the reading of 
the scriptures be omitted at his funeral. 

As to the unsound mental condition 
of the testator at the time this will was 
signed there can be no doubt, in spite 
of the asseveration to the contrary 
which the will itself contains; and yet 
the renunciation of religious faith which 
the testator therein makes is eagerly 
seized upon by the enemies of religion 
as convincing proof of the fact that 
Christianity is on the wane. 

Of course the significance of small 
things cannot be ignored; but there is 
absolutely nothing in the sad display 
of mental weakness which the will of 
Mr. Taber evinces only too percepti- 
bly, on which the skeptics of the 
present day can base their ciaims. In 
the grand march of Christianity toward 
the goal of universal brotherhood such 
trivial incidents are hardly worthy of 
consideration. They impose no check 
upon the silent forces which are steadi- 
ly at work in human lives, transform- 
ing them by slow degrees into miracles 
of faith and piety; nor do they interfere 
with the purifying influences which 
Christianity is exercising daily upon the 
world at large. There was never a 
time in the world’s. history when the 
message of the gospel was proclaimed 
with greater zeal or listened to with 
better fruits than it is at the present 
time. Where one man renounces Chris- 
tianity more than a hundred men em- 
brace it; and go its regenerating work 
moves grandly on. If this does not re- 
fute the spurious claims of infidels and 
skeptics, then it is simply idle to combat 
them on any logical premise. 

In the current issue of The New York 
Independent, the strength of the various 
religious organizations of the United 
States ig given, showing the aggregate 
number of church members to be 25,919,- 
027, or nearly one-half of ourentire na- 
tional population. The aggregate number 
of ministersengagedin proclaiming the 
gospel is found to be 139,232, and the 
aggregate number of churches 184,824. 
These figures show a decided gain over 
the figures for the preceding year. In 
detail the strength of the various relig- 
gious organigations of the United States 
is as follows:

What cloud-dispeiling light do these 
figures shed upon the religious situation 
in the United States? Instead of sup- 
porting the ridiculous claim that Chris- 
tianity is on the wane they prove un- 
mistakably that Christianity was never 
more securely intrenched in the lives 
of the people of this country. While 
there are various denominational creeds 
represented in the foregoing table, there 
is, nevertheless, much in common be- 
tween these creeds, and the great funda- 
mental principles which most of them 
contain are essentially the same. Chris- 
tians have nothing to fear from the noisy 
contentions of idle blasphemers so long 
as the strength of Christianity in this 
country is expressed in such gratifying 

multiples as the foregoing table contains. 
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What the Powers Owe. 

A leading British statistician has re- 
cently compiled a number of interesting 
figures bearing upon the national debts 
owed by the leading powers of the globe. 

To make use of some of these figures 
it appears that in 1876 the indebtedness 
of the various powers ranked as follows: 
France, $4,500,000,000; Great Britain, 
$3,900,000,000; the United States, $2,400- 
000,000; Italy, $1,.950,000,000: Austria- 
Hungary, $1,910,000,000; Spain, $1,875,- 
000,000; Russia, $1,700,000,000, and Ger- 
many, $1,000,000,000. 

At the present time these same pow- 
ers with respect to their national debts 
rank in the following order: France, 
$6,400,000,000; Great Britain, $3,225,000,- 
000; Austria-Hungary, $3, 130,000,000; 
Italy, $2,570,000,000; Russia, $2,500,000,- 
000; Spain $1,765,000,000; the United 
States, $1,445,000,000, and Germany $425,- 
000,000.

she is still able to show a smaller debt 
than in 1876. The debt of France shows 
an increase of $1,900,000,000; 
Austria-Hungary, an increase of $1,100,- 
000,000; that of Russia, an increase of 
$800,000,000, and that of Italy an increase 
‘of $620,000,000. The largest decrease 
during this same period of time is cred- 
ited to the United States, whose debt 
at the present time shows a reduction 
of $955,000,000. The other reductions 
are as follows: Great Britain, $675,000,- 
000; Germany, $575, 000, 000, and Spain, 
$110, 000,000. 

France’s extraordinary debt is due 
largely to the extensive military and na- 
val outfits which that power has en- 
deavored to maintain during the past 
few years; and the extravagant habits 
of the people may also have something 
to do with it. As to the reduction of 
the national debt of this country, it has 
been accomplished through the exercise 
of rigid economy; and but for the out- 
rageous pension frauds perpetrated upon 
the government, it might be much small- 
er than it is at present. 
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Death Rates of American Cities. 


Whether on account of improved san- 
itary conditions or on account of the 
increased skill which physicians have 
developed in battling with disease, there 
is gratifying evidence of a marked 
decline in the death rates of our leading 
American cities during the past year. 

As compiled by one of the leading 
medical journals of the country, the 
death rates for the cities of New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Cincinnati, Bal- 
timore, Boston and St. Louis, ag dis- 
closed by the figures for the past year, 
are as follows:

While aoe is alte. a heabaed difter- 
ence between the death rates of some 
of the cities mentioned in the forego- 
ing table, the showing which the record 
in its entirety evinces is unusually grat- 
ifying. Although the exact figures for 
this immediate section of the country 
are not accessible, it may safely be af- 
firmed that the south will compare fa- 
vorably with any other section in point 
of healthfulness. As for Atlanta, there 
is no city in the United States which 
possesses superior sanitary advantages. 
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It Should Not Be Repeated. 


The scene which occurred at Fulton 
county jail yesterday during the exe- 
cution of an unfortunate criminal is 
one which should not be repeated. 

The executions in Fulton county have 
always been within jail walls, and not 
until vesterday was such a scene wit- 
nessed, in which men, women and chil- 
dren broke through, gained the inside 
and made the occasion resemble a howl- 
ing mob. It is to be hoped that here- 
after whenever an éxecution is to take 
place in Fulton county jail, the officers 
of the law will see to it that none but 
those entitled to enter shall be there. 

When a man violates the law and the 
courts of the country have passed upon 
him that dread sentence which exhausts 
human justice, there is one thing left 
the prisoner which our common Chris- 
tianity demands—that he should have 
the opportunity of meeting death amid 
surroundings such as may be conducive 
to his eternal welfare. Altogether, yes- 
terday’s scene was deplorable, and it is 
to be hoped will never be witnessed 
again. 


The Anti-Scalping Bill. 


It is almost a certainty that the anti- 
ticket scalping bill will be passed by 
both houses of congress at this session, 
and become a law. 

A bill to prevent what is commonly 
known as railroad ticket scalping was 
introduced in the last congress, and was 
passed by the house. It appeared to 
have a majority in the senate, but it 
reached that body so late in the sesston 
that the appropriations got in its way 
and a vote on it was not reached. 

At the beginning of the regular ses- 
sion of this congress a similar bill was 
introduced in the house and the senate. 

Yesterday and the day before the con- 
gressional committees to which the bill 
had been referred heard the arguments 
in favor of the measure. The railroads 
had the support of some strong com- 
mercial organizations, among them the 
Merchants’ Association of New York. 
The interstate commerce commission has 
advocated the passage of such a bill for 
years, and it is supporting the Sherman 
bill now. 

The ticket scalpers, or brokers, had 
their hearing before the Christmas holi- 
days. They presented their arguments 
against the passage of the bill at that 
They stated that they save the 
people of the United States $10,000,000 a 
year by buying unused tickets and re. 
selling them at a reduction. The rail- 
roads answer this with the declaration 
that they will redeem unused tickets 
and parts of tickets at the value of the 
unused part. That is, if a round trip 


ticket is sold from Atlanta to New York } 


at a reduced rate and the purchaser finds 
that he cannot return to Atlanta on it 
the railroad which issued it wil! redeem 
the ticket, paying the holder the differ- 
ence between the purchase price and the 
regular fare one way. If a ticket from 
Atlanta to New York is used only so far 
as Washington, the purchaser will be 
paid the difference between the fare 
to Washington and the fare to New York. 

This is a fair proposition. The rail- 
roads are required, by the bill, to redeem 
promptly upon presentation. There is to 
be no red tape or unnecessary delays. 
Indeed, most of the first-class railroads 
redeem unused tickets now and make 
prompt payments. 

There would be much less support 
given to the bill were it not for the fact 
that many scalpers forge and alter the 
tickets which they handle. It is a com- 
mon thing to find tickets which have 
been plugged where dates which had 
been punched have éxpired. The erasure 
of signatures with chemicals is freely 
practiced, and new signatures written 
over the erasures. Only a few days ago 

a ticket was taken from a passenger on 
a western train. He had paid $70 for it 
to a scalper in Chicago. It was an old 
world’s fair ticket which had expired in 
1893. The agent who issued it and 
whose signature it bore, had been dead 
three years. The dates which had been 
punched when the ticket was orig- 
inally sold had been plugged and new 
dates had been punched. The original 
purchaser’s signature was forged by the 
last purchaser. He returned to Chica-

advantage of & competitor. Dishonesty 
among railroad officials ig. as wrong mor- 
ally as among brokers or other citizens. 
It can be stated, though, that there are 
very few railway officials who will 
countenance dealings of this character. 

The passage of the anti-scalping law 
will encourage the railroads to give the 
public more special] rates, that is more 
reduced rates for conventions, meetings, 
fairs and expositions. It will save 
the railroads a large sum of money in 
the aggregate, and it will benefit the 
general public, though not the patrons of 
the scalpers, of course. The brokers 
who are engaged in the business will 
find fields for their abilities, for they are 
generally a very bright set of men, in 
directions which are not so open to 
temptations to do wrong. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Says The New York Independent: The 
board of trustees of Princeton university 
have taken a hand im the matter of the 


now famous grillroom of the Princeton inn,- 


and have given instruction to the faculty 
‘to enforce literally and gtrictly and im- 
partially’ the following apparently obsolete 
law of the institution: ‘No student shall 
bring, or cause to be brought into college, 
or keep tin his reom, any-spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors; nor shall he frequent any 
place where intoxicating liquors are sold 
4s a beverage.’ President Patton and Dean 
Murray have sent out 4 notification of ‘this 
important action of the trustees,’ with ital- 
ics as given above, tosthe parents of stu- 
dents, asking their kind co-operation. It 
will be a very difficult task to enforce this 
law; but it will not be hard to enforce it 


‘as far as the Princeton inn is concerned. 


The intention evidently is to close the bar 
of the grillroom to students, and so to 
forestall further crititism of the universi- 
ty in the general assembly and the state 
synods. Of course the trustees have no 
direct authority over the Princeton inn, 
but it would be very easy for their influ- 
ence to shut its bar. If the law abeve 
quoted could be enforced, it would more 
than answer the criticisms, for it would 
not only close to students the bar in the 
Princeton inn; for which the university is 
morally responsible, but would forbid their 
patronage of other drinking places. The 
ground of criticism wags not so much that 
students got liquor as that the university 
Was morally, though not legally, responsible 
for providing them with an attractive and 
respectable bar. We are heartily glad the 
trustees have taken this action; but they 
have put an almost impossible task on the 
faculty, This anmouncement of the action 
of the trustees has beén’ followed by the 
further report, which we hope its true, that 
the directors of the inn have decided to 
close the bar in the gerfllroom. The directors 
are all Princeton graduates, and they have 
learned wisely the lesson taught them by 
public sentiment. The fimancial loss they 
will suffer is not to be considered by the 
side of the gain to morality in withdrawing 
the temptations involved in the presence 
of an attractive and socalled respectable 
drinking place under the wing of, and ap- 
parently sanctioned by, the university it- 
self. We are not sorry for what we have 
temperately said on the subject.” 


The legislature of Tennessee has recently 
passed a measure forbidding youthful 
lovers and admirers of ‘the fair sex to 
loiter in the neighborhood of female col- 
leges or to interfere in any way with the 
students thereof, Under the operation of 
this measure young men are not allowed to 
accompany the young ladies to the college 
grounds nor ‘to escort them back home. 
Of course there {s much indignation among 
the gallant youths of Tenmessee and vigor- 
ous efforts are already on foot to have the 
statute repealed. The language of this pe 
cular inhibftion reads as follows: ‘‘That 
hereafter it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or persons to willfully and unnecessa- 
rily interfere with, disturb or in any way 
disquiet the pupils of any school or col- 
lege for females in this state, or the prin- 
cipals or teachers in charge of them, while 
on any puplic road or street, or in any 
building or structure, or on the school 
premises; nor shall any communication be 
had for such purpows with such pupils or 
any of them, elfther orally or in writing, or 
by signs or otherwise: and it shall also be 
unlawful for any person to enter upon any 
such school or college premises, except on 
business, without first having obtained per- 
mission from the principals in charge of 
same: and every person guilty of either of 
said offenses shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, 
shall pay a fine of not less than $ nor 
more than $50 for each offense on first con- 
viction; and upon second and each subse- 
quent conviction of a like offense shall pay 
a fine of not tess than $10 nor more than 
$50, and be imprisoned at the discretion of 
the court, in the county jail not less than 
ten nor more than thirty days. Section 2. 
That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to loiter, wander, stand or sit upon 
the public roads, streets, alleys, sidewalks, 
or other places, or to frequently and un- 
necessarily pass along the same in such 
manner and with intent to annoy, vex or 
disturb the owners or occupants of prem- 
ises used for school or college purposes for 
education of females. Any person violating 
the second section shah be deemed guilty 
and shall be fined and punished as in the 
first section.”’ 


According to one of the leading news- 
papers of Great Britain, the richest gold 
mine in the world fs located underneath the 
town of Ballarat. in Australia. The town 
has about 25,000 inhabitants, nearly all of 
whom are employed in the mine. There 
are more than 100 miles of tunnels under- 
neath the city, some of them being at a 
lepth of 2,000 feet. The entrance to the 
mine, which is controlled by a corporation 
and is known as the Band, Barton and Al- 
bion councils, is outside the city. The re 
gion around Ballarat has been dug over 
several times by miners. It was formerly 
covered by a dense forest, but the «trees 
have been chopped down and the mark of 
the miner’s shovel and pick ts visible on 
all sides. Not one of the workers struck 
pay dirt, and the work was all done in 
vain. The rock in which the gold is found 
beneath Ballarat is not rich in the yellow 
metal. It yields but half an ounce of gold 
to the ton, and yet the Band, Barton and 
Albion mine has yielded more than £50,00).- 
000 in gold since it was opened thirty years 
ego. The work is done so systematically 
and so thoroughly that it is enormously 
profitable in spite of the low grade of the 
ore. The suppiy of paying quartz seems 
practically inexhaustible, and as the vein is 
extensive, being spread over much terri- 
tory, the mine bids fair to last for cen- 
turies. , 


While the yearly output of the south 
African gold mines is steadily increasing 
in value, it seems that the United States 
is still in the lead of other countries in 
the gold producing quality of its soil. The 
following table gives the total output of the 
various countries for the past year:

LABOR LEADERS ISSUE ADDRESS. 


President Gompers Asks Congress To 
Enact New Laws. 


Washington, January 7.—The lftegislative 
committee of the American Federation of 
Labor, consisting of President Samuel 
Gompers, Secretary Frank Morrison and 
Mr. Andrew Furuseth, by direction of the 
seventeenth annual convention of the fed- 
eration in Nashville in December last, has 
issued an address to the -snembers of the 
fifty-fifth congress. 

After calling attention to the introduc- 
tion of modern machinery and new busi- 
ness methods and the competition of con- 
vict labor, by which wage workers are 
forced into idleness and want, the commit- 
teemen say they feel that they have a right 
to bring their grievances to the attenlicn 
of the lawmaking power, and to expect 
“such definite measures of reliefgas seem 
most likely to improve ovr cuordition and 
preserve our independence and freedom as 
workers and citizens, and, therefore, urge 
your earncst consideration of and your 
best efforts in enacting into law the fol- 
lowing measures: 

‘1. An eight-hour-work day on all public 
works. Such law to provide that all con- 
tracts cr sub-corxtracts for materials fur- 
nished or work done must contain a pro- 
viso that eight hours shall be the maximum 
labor of any one individual in any one 
calendar day. Further, that it shail be the 
duty of officials vested with the power of 
signing such contracts, to withhold their 
signatures until such proviso its inserted 
therein. 

‘} In order to atop the indiscriminate and 
dangerous use of the writ of injunction, we 
urre the adoption of senate biil 35. 

“3 In order in some degree to lessen the 
competition of convict labor, we urge the 
adoption of a law to prohibit the transpor- 
tation of prison made goods from one state 
into any other state or territory. 

“4. We urge the adoption of a reasonable 
law to restrict undesirable immigration, 
such law to vwpon an educational 
qualification.” ee,

At 1:15 p. m. this train will start back 
to Atlanta, reaching here at 2:05 o'clock. 

At 4005 the Macon train leaves Atlanta 
and at 6:10 p. m. the suburban train de- 
parts, reaching Jonesboro at 7:10. This 
train will be followed by the night train 
for Savannah, departing at 7:50. There is 
also the day train from Sevannah passing 
Jonesboro about 6:30 p. m. and reaching 
Atlanta at 7:35. 

So there will be five trains daily each 
way between Jonesboro and Atlanta except 
on Sundays, when there will be four trains 
each way.

Weather Bureau Men Are Studying the 
Sky for the Coming Eclipse. 

The weather bureau at Washington has 
been gathering statistics for some time 
about the weather conditions and the con- 
dition of the sky in Georgia with a view 
to establishing stations of observation for 
the eclipse that will occur on May 28, 1900. 

It is proper to determine as far as prac- 
ticable the probable state of the sky along 
the path of the eclipse. A study has been 
made of the annual cloud conditions along 
the shadow-track for a space of time, in- 
cluding the date of the eclipse. 

This has been done and put in pamphlet 
form by Willis F. Moore, chief of the weath- 
er bureau at Washington. The pamphlet 
was received at the local weather bureau 
yesterday. The pamphlet is very full and 
gives a correct forecast of what the weath- 
er ought to be along the path of the 
eclipse in the south.

‘WAIVES HEARING 


The Case Against tho Publisher Will Ge 
Te Higher Courts. 


THE SECOND CASE OF ITS KIND 


taw Under Which Green Was Arrest- 
ed Was Passed Last February. 


ATTORNEY GLENN WANTED PAPERS BACK 


Contended That Officers Seized Private 
Papers of Green [llegally—Court 
Would Not Return Them. - 


James T. Green, who was arrested by 
Tinited States officers on a charge of send- 
ing obscene matter through the mails and 
by express, waived examination before 
United States Commissioner Broyles yes- 
terday and gave bond in the sum of $1,500. 

The case will now go before the United 
States grand jury and will proceed at once 
to the higher courts, where an fmteresting 
fight will be made. The government will 


, push the case and it is understood that the : 


law under which Green was arrested will 


be attacked by his attorneys. : 


The law was passed last February and 
is practically a new one, there having been 
only one case tried under it. he law in 
question makes it a crime for a person to 
send obscene matter by express from one 
state to another. The first case tried under 
it was heard in St. Louis by Judge Adams, 
and the man was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary, which is the limit of 
the law. 

The fact that the case og Green 
second one under this law makes it doubly 
interesting, ‘and the points to be raised will 
be fine ones. The officers believe they will 
have no trouble in convicting Green, and 
they say they have strong evidence against 
him. 

The package of books which it is charged 
by the officers was shipped by Green 
through the express company was seized 
in Cincinnati. It is charged that he sent 
books to other places, and it is probable 
that he may also have to answer to the 
charge of sending obscene matter through 
the mails. 

The book¢e which the officers say they 
geized at Cincinnati are “The Memoirs of 

uv i’ Hill,” and another book of a like 
character. -Both of them are said to be 
very obscene and unusually vile. They are 
both well known. W. C. Glenn, Green’s 
attorney, may raise the point that one of 
the books is a classic and a work of art. 
It was written in 1700 by an author of re- 
nown. 

In speaking of the books, Attorney An- 
gier said that the city of Atlanta had spent 
thousands of dollars fighting smallpox and 
yellow fever, but that these books had done 
ten times as much harm as either of the 
diseases. He insisted on a heavy bond. 

Many persons gathered in Judge Broyles’s 
court yesterday to hear the evidence in the 
case, but Colonel Glenn waived examina- 
tion, 

In opening the case Colonel Glenn made 
@ motion that the court issue an order re- 
turning to Green all the articles taken from 
him by the officers, with the exception of 
the contraband goods. He held that they 
had no right to seize anything but the goods 
specified in the search warrant and that 
the personal papers of the prisoner could 
not lawfully be seized. He said it- was al- 
most @ matter of the man giving evidence 
against himself and held that the law did 
not permit that. 

Coionel Glenn made a long talk and at 
times grew vehement. He said the officers 
had no legal right to seize the papers, and 
if there was any law in the land he wanted 
a chance to bring it before the court. He 
charged that the seizure was unconstitu- 
tional and that the warrant was illegal. He 
asked to see the warrant and it was not 
shown him. He then said he could not even 
fee the paper. He presumed that it speci- 
fied the goods to be seized, and if it did 
not was null and void. 

Mr. Angier stated that they were not try- 
ing the search warrant case and would not 
use any evidence obtained from it. Colonel 
Glenn held that the point was a different 
one. 

“You had no right to seize them. 
are men by power—by brute force—entering 
the home of and outraging a private citi- 
zen. I assert that his papers were forcibly 
taken from him by executive officers of the 
vovernment.”’ 

Judge Broyles stated that he was doubi- 
ful as to his authority in the premises and 
therefore would not order the papers to be 
given to Colonel Glenn. 

The bond was then fixed and signed.

and was then pronounced dead. 

While on the scaffold the negro was as 
calm and deliberate in his every word 
and action as if he were only on the stahd 
to make a quiet little speech 
of friends. There was not the slightest 


expression of nervousness or fear, and 


at the last moment Cyrus spoke with a | 


voice as clear and composed as if he were 
but bidding his friends a casual goodby. 

At 11:30 o’clock the officers went to Cy- 
rus’s cell and asked him if he was ready. 
The negro looked up with a curious smile 
and said: 

“Yes, sir, I guess I’m ready.” 

The cell door was unlocked and the of- 
ficers stariéd with their prisoner, ac- 
companied by Rev. R. £.  S8tephen- 
son and Rev. H, H. Proctor,

all along. When the door to the rock 
portion of the jail was reached there was 
some delay in having it opened. 

“What’s the matter with the door?” 
asked Cyrus, 
showing curiosity, nothing else. 

The fated prisoner was then led through 
the different hallways and doors until 
he was in the open jail yard. He was 
led upon the scaffold, to which he mounted 
with firm and unfaltering steps.

th's moment the gate to the jail yard was 


opened and four hundred people rushed in, 
among them being several women and chil- 
dren. When the yard was quite full the 
gate was closed, leaving nearly a thousand 
morbid spectators on the outside. These 
were kept back from the jail inclosure by 
mounted policemen. Cyrus’s two ministers 
went to the gallows with him. 

‘This is a very sad moment,” said Rey. 
Stephenson, “‘and let us show our reverence 
by taking off our hats.’’ 

Nearly every hat in the crowd was taken 
off, so one of the officers discovered that 
several women and 
themselves the yard. 
ordered that they be excluded, which was 
done amid some slight excitement. 

At the request of the prisoner Rev. Ste- 
phenson read the hymn known as “I walk 
in the valley of the shadow of death.” 

“God be with you until we meet again” 
Was then sung. In singing this song, Cy- 
rus’s voice rang out clearer and louder 
than that of any one else. He seemed to

Rev. H. H. Proctor closed the religious 
service by an earnest prayer for the saiva- 
tion of Cyrus’s soul. When he had finish- 
ed Cyrus uttered « deep “‘amen.”’

Stephenson then offered a benediction and | 
the two ministers stepped down from the | 
gallows, leaving Cyrus with the men who |; 


were to take his Ife. 

Sheriff Bealer Huie, of Clayton county, 
assisted Sheriff Nelms in the necessary 
preparations. The sheriff motioned for 
Cyrus to step upon the trap, and the negro 
without further direction took a position 
directly over the center of the trap door. 

“The rope is too long,”” said the sheriff, 
and he had it taken up one fovt.

The two sheriffs then began to tie the 


knot around the doomed man’s neck.

Sheriff Huie, 
of Clayton county, caught the rope in his 
hand and held it firmly to prevent the 
negro’s body from striking the sides of the 
Eealliows. 

The struggling body of the dying man 
fresented a. horrible sight. The form of 
the man would draw up almost double and 
would then drop straight again. From side 
to side he swung, kicking and pulling with 
such strength as to arouse the fear that 
he might break his cords. 

The wild swaying and kicking ceased in 
about eight minutes and then the body be- 
&an to spin around like a suspended top. 
The white chrysanthemum looked like a 
white ring around his body, so fast did it 
turn. In another minute the body was 
Btill except that his feet, clad in vellow 
tans, jerked and moved as if dancing. An- 
other minute and there was a convulsive 
quiver of the stiffening frame. The two 
Physicians, Drs. McDaniel and Stephens, 
stepped up and touched the negro’s wrists 
to feel his pulse.

Sheriff Nelms made a short speech to 
the crowd, thanking them for their good 
order. He then requested that, everybody 
file quietly out at the gate. 

“We thank you for letting us in,” said 
several voices. 

The only disorder during the execution 
was after the body had been cut down. 
There was some scuffling over the rope 
with which Cyrus had been hanged and in 
a few seconds if was cut into hundreds of 
pieces to be carried away as souvenirs. 
T he doctors said that Cyrus died of strang- 
ulation. The body was carried to Lee's 
undertaking establishment. where the 
funeral Will be held to@ay. 

Sneriff Nelms in speaking of the hanging 
said he had never seen a man exhibit such 
nerve before. He said he did not believe 
Cyrus should have hanged and he had 
oy all in his power to prevent the hang- 

Cyrus spent the few hours preceding his 
execution in an almost jolly mood. Rev. 
Stephenson and Rev. Proctor were with 
him after 9 o’clock and several other 
friends were with him. He ate a hearty 
breakfast and smoked a cigar afterwards. 
He laughed and chatted with his friends 
on various subjects, but did not allude to 
his coming death. 

The pretty white chrysanthemum which 
was worn by Cyrus on the seaffold was 
sent to him just as te fin'shed breakfast. 
It camé from some colored woman. He 
wrote a letter thanking her and then wrote 
one to Jailer Maddox. Both were letters of 


thanks. 
Crime of Tom Cyrus. 

Tom Cyrus was hanged for the murder of 
his mistress, Annie Johnson. He was a 
waiter in a restaurant and was living with 
the Johnson woman at a house on Auburn 
avenue. One morning about 2 o’elock he 
went home and fouad another man at the 
house, 

The man ran, but Cyrus told the woman 
he intended to kill her. He drew his pistol 
and shot her, and then walked to the police 
Station and surrendered. He was tried. 
found guilty and sentenced to be hanged 
within thirty days after he had killed his 
mistress. An appeal was made to the sn- 
Preme court, but a new trial was refused. 
The governor was asked to commute the 
sentence, but he refused. 

Cyrus was to hang three weeks aco. but 
the grand jury caJjed on the governor and 
asked him to respite the negro until the 
new prison commission could pass upon the 
case. This was done, but the pardon board 
refused to interfere.

| in Private. 


OVER 400 PEOPLE WERE THERE 


Judge Candler Refuses To Talk at 
Present—What the Sheriff 
Claims. 


The hanging of Tom Cyrus at Fulton 
county jail yesterday may result in Judge 
Candler requesting from Sheriff Nelms an 
explanation of the presence of the four or 
five hundred persons who witnessed the ex- 
ecution. 

Contrary to long established precedent, a 
crowd of over four hundred persons wit- 
nesSed the execution. They were admitted 
by order of Sheriff Nelms. Heretofore only 
ministers of the gospel, friends designated 
by the doomed man and newspaper repre- 
sentativs have been admitted to hangings. 
Yesterday vthe gates were practically 
thrown open and the negro went down to 
eternity with hundreds of morbid eyes gaz- 
ing at him. 

The sentence passed by Judge Candler 
was that the execution should be private 
Private execution means that no one ex- 
cept ministers, friends of the prisoner and 
newspaper men are to be admitted. Judge 
Candler never gave orders to admit the 
crowd. Sheriff Nelms did so on his own re- 
sponsibility. 

When seen last night Judge Candler would 
talk but little. He said: 


oF fave as yet had no official report of 
the hanging, and it would be highlv im- 
proper for me to talk. The sentence was 
a agp og uniter I shall wait until 
receive official reports before I ta ac- 
tion on the swhject.” yl a 


Sheriff Nelms stated yesterday it was 
within his discretion to admit whom he 
pleased, It is evident that Judge Candler 
believes Sheriff Nelms did wrong in admit- 
ting the crowd. Just what the result will 
be is highly speculative. 

The execution of Cyrus differed from pre- 
ceding ones in the fact that the sheriff 
himself pulled the trigger. Heretofore 
moonshiners had the job. Three 
to the trap were run

strings attached 
through a small hole in the prison wall. 
Each of the three men pulled a_string, but 
none ever knew which string sent the man 
to his death. 

Yesterday the moonshiner-string pro- 
gramme was dispensed with. Sheriff Nelms 
took the responsibility all upon himself. 
Standing on the gallows beside the doomed 
man, Sheriff Nelms pulled the trap and the 
body shot downward. The crowd then dis- 
persed, and all was over. 

The Cyrus execution was something new 
in the hanging programmes in Fulton 
county. The outcome will be watched with 


interest.

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MONEY SHOWS _ EASINESS 


London a Large Buyer of Internationa] 
Stocks—The Specialties Were 
| Weak and Lower. 


Wer York, January 7.—Mhe market for 
stocks today did not differ@materially from 
that of yesterday. The aggressive bull 
mood of the speculative worid continued 
in full forces and all the large professional 
operators were buyers of stocks. That they 
Were re-inforced by a marked addition of 
Outside interest in the market was shown 
by the large number of orders in specula- 
tive stocKs placed through commission 
houses. There was also a continued absorp- 
tion of bonds of all descriptions, very 
heavy orders being placed. The pressure 
for funds for reinvestment, which has been 
released by the January dividend and in- 
terest payments, was very obvious. Ef- 
forts were made by the banks and money 
lenders to keep the rate for money as high 
as 3 per cent. Loans were, in fact, placed 
‘at 3% per cent. but the rate sagged off 2 
per cent, and the last loan of the day only 
commanded 2% per cent. Owners of money 
were also lively bidders for commercial 
paper. London was quite a large buyer in 
this market of several of the international 
stocks, notably Union Pacific and Louis- 
ville and Nashville. The Vanderbilts con- 
tinued to hold the leading place on the 
reported determination of the controlling 
interest {n these properties to see traffic 
rates maintained. There was also a renewal 
of old reports of a combination involving 
these lines and looking to through trans- 
continental traffic. The most conspicuous 
movement in this market was in Susque- 
hanna and Western securities, due to the 
reported passage of the control of the 
property to Erie intefests. The fears of 
the minority stockholders led to an unload- 
ing of their holdings, and slump of 8 
points in the common stock without re- 
covery, and of 6 points in the preferred, 
with a rally of over a point in the laiter. 
The bonds of the company were very strong 
on the belief that they would be guaran- 
teed by the new controlling company. This 
break caused a sympathetic weakness in 
all the coalers, and mild weather worked 
to the same end. Some of the leading rail- 
road stocks show small net losses, but 
this tendency was most pronounced in 
the recently active stocks of local corpora- 
tions. The realizing of the last hour, in- 
vited by the day's notable rise affected the 
specialties most, but its effect was quite 
marked throughout the list, reducing the 
day’s net gains sharply in some cases. Net 
gains outside the coalers and a few special- 
ties, extend all the way from a fraction to 
Over a point. The abundant replenishment 
of the local money market had led to talk 
of the surrender by New York banks of 
the governmen: deposits now in their vaults 
On account of the Union Pacific payment. 

The bond market continued very notably 
active today and large numbers of issues 
show gains of over 1 per cent. Total sales 
$4.550,000.

CREATED BETTER DEMAND 


Wheat Has Declined 1 3-4c on Termi- 
nation of Leiter Deal—Business 
in Iron Good. 


New York, January 7.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“In failures 1s¥7 was not only the best 
year since 1592, but on the whole the best 
ever definitely known. With 13,522 failures 
in number, 1.5 per cent less than 1896, and 
$182,551,1:71 defauited liabilities, 4.0 per cent 
less than 1896, the year’s banking failures 
counted for $28,249,700 and the commercial 
failures were but 13,351, with liabilities of 
$154.88z,071, the average per failure being 
the lowest ever known except 
in 1892. 

‘The new year began with disappointment 
for speculators in stocks and grains, which 
is not a bad sign. Prices of stocks have 
gained a little, after yielding at first, and 
closed 73 cents per share higher for rail- 
roads and $1.05 per share higher for trusts, 

“Wheat declined 1%c, owing to the ter- 
mination of the corner at Chicago, and 
western receipts were apett double those 
of last year, and Atlantic exports 2,840,318 
bushels, flour included, against 2,150,909 last 
year. A speculative estimate makes the 
quantity stil! in farmers’ hands 40 per cent 
of the erop, which i8 quite possible, but the 
consumption and exports in half the year 
ought to take more than 40 per cent of the 
years crop. 

“Exports of corn for the week fell below 
last year’s, although western receipts were 
unusually large, and tthe price fell out $c. 

“Cotton-was a disappointment to many 
because it did not change at all in spot 
price, although the accounts of reduction 
in wages by New England works warrant 
hoves of larger consumption. Cotton manu- 
facture is a little encouraging on account 
of larger demand for goods since the re- 
duction in prices, and the abstention of 
buyers for months past has probably been 
due in large measure to expectation of that 
reduction. But with the certainty that 
the print cloth works are to continue prices 
have further declined to 2%ec. 


“The woolen and worsted mills are both 


buying wool quite largely at prices prob- 
ably close to the best, for reports whicn 
declared there were no concessions a month 
ago are now rejoicing that recent ragged- 
ness in prices has passed away. Behind 
all the market reports there is the fact 
that consumption of wool has for about 
five months been the largest ever known 
and the buying indicates, as does the de- 
mand for such heavy weight goods as has 
been opened, that a satisfactory half-year 
is expected. 

“The iron manufacturing has been fur- 
ther encouraged by unusual business for 
the season. Prices are generally un- 
changed. 

“Failures for the week have been 322 in 
the United States. against 471 last year.”’ 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, January 7.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: “‘The year opens with a 
tone of quiet confidence pervading nearly 
all branches of business, with encouraging 
activity in the iron trade, a resumption of 
work by many thousands of industrial em- 
ployees in the western glass industry, a 
largely reduced volume of business fallures 
as compared with corresponding periods in 
preceding years and a general outlook cer- 
tainly not inferior to any previous year at 
this time.

World’s Visible Supply of Cotton. 


New Orleans, January 7.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s statement of the world’s visible supply 
of cotton, made up from special cable and 
telegrapic advices, show an increase dur- 
ing the week just closed of 108,779 bales, 
against a decrease the same time last year 
of 24,400, and an increase year before last 
of 24,216: 

The total visible suply is 4,380,441, against 
4,271,661 last week and 4,220,333 last year. 

~ this the total of American cotton is 
4,134,441, against 4,059,662 last week and 

884,633 last year, and of ail other kinds, 
including Egypt, Brazil, India, etc., 246,000, 
against 212,000 last week and 336,300 last 
year. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows an increase compared with last week 
of 108,779 bales and an increase compared 
with last year of 160,108. 

During the week the world’s visible sup- 
ply of American cotton has increased 74,779 
bales, whereas this week last year it de 
creased 37,500, and this week year before 
last it Qecreased 82,794. The supply of In- 
dian, Egyptian and other kinds increased 
this week 34,000, against an increase last 
year of 13,100, and an increase year before 
last of 57,000. 


Weekly Cotton Crop Statement. . 


New Orleans, January 7.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s weekly New OUrieans Cotton kxchange 
statement, issued before the close of busi- 
ness today, shows an increase in the move- 
ment in sight compared with the seven days 
ending this date last year in round figures 
of 131,000 bales, an increase oyer the same 
days year before last of 189,00 and over 
same time in 1895 of 143,000.

THKEE NEGROES ARE HANGED. 


Eckford 


Slayers of a Hebrew Peddler Are Exe- 
cuted in Louisiana. 


New Orleans, January 7.—-Three negro 
murderers died on the scaffold at Hahn- 
ville, a small town in St. Charles parish, 
today. Louis Richards, alias Pierre, alias 
Creole, by the latter name being noto- 
rious, was one of the trio. 

Together with George Washington and 
Foxli Morris, also negroes, he was sen- 
tenced to death for murdering and robbing 
a Jewish peddler named Louis Zigler last 
June on Ellington plantation, near Hahn- 
ville. 

The murderers were traced by the dis- 
covery of goods in possess'on of their fe- 
male companions which had belonged to 
Zigler. : 

Creole confessed, implicating the other 
two, and with the assistance of his state- 
ment the authorities obtained conclusive 
evidence of their guilt. 

Creole also confessed that since 1584 
he had murdered at least nine men and 
026 colored woman on various sugar plan- 
tations and for not a single one was he 
ever arrested. His victims were princi- 
pally Italians and Jews who made a liv- 
ing by peddling among plantation negroes, 

Close investigation revealed that his con- 
fession was entirely correct, and it cleared 
numerous murder myster.es of years ago.

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Some of Those Who Oppose Stamp Bus- 
iness Give Their Views. 


WILL HOLD ANOTHER MEETING 


They Think It Is a Good Thing—Think 
Jealousy Is Probable Cause 
of Opposition. 


The grocers who are opposed to the In- 
ternational Trading Stamp Company will 
probably hold another meeting early next 
week for the purpose of looking into the 
business done by the stamp company and 
discussing the situation. 

At this meeting a large number of the 
grocerymen of the city will probably be 
present, since it seems to be the idea of 
those who are at the head of the matter 
to have as many there as possible. 

One of the most prominent grocers who 
uses the trading stamps was seen yester- 
,day and he believes them to be a good 
thing. He says he has seen a slight im- 
provement in his business and has seen a 
number of new customers who were 


brought there by the fact that he uses the 


stamps. He says he csn afford to use 
the stamps because he regards it just as it 
he is spending money for advertising. He 
has had them long enough to tell much 
about them. 

A number of Whitehall and Peachtree 
street grocers were seen yesterday in re- 
gard to the stamp business. They are 
among those who do not use the stamps 
and are opposed to them. 

Mr. A. W. Farlinger stated that he had 
not investigated the stamp matter thor- 
Oughly, but he did not believe that any 
grocer in Atlanta could afford to give 
away 5 per cent of his business. His un- 
derstanding is that the stamp company re- 
quires 5 per cent, for the use of the stamps. 

“I will be willing to place my business in 
the hands of a responsible person,” said 
Mr. Farlinger, “and let him conduct it 
if he will guarantee me 5 per cent profit. 
While I am opposed to the stamps, I will 
not take any part in the fight if one is 
made against them.”’ 

Mr. C. J. Kamper, another prominent 
Peachtree grocer, was asked about the 
Stamp matter and stated that he was op- 
posed to them. He said he felt sure no 
grocer could afford to give 5 pér cent on 
his business. Groceries, he said, are sold 
very close, and while some other businesses 
could afford to use the stamps, he did not 
think the grocers could do’so. His idea 
is that if the grocers use the stamps and 
give 5 per cent they will have to make 
it back by adding to the price of their 
goods. This, he said, would cause the 
consumer to finally pay for the prizes ob- 
tained by the stamps. 

“I believe the thing is a delusion and 
snare,”” said Mr. Kamper, “and I believe 
that as soon as the people learn about it 
they will quit asking for the stamps. It 
will hurt both the grocer who uses the 
stamps and those who do not use them. 
Those handling the stamps cannot make 
money and those who do not use them lose 
trade and will be forced to take sOme SLEPS 
to meet the competition.”’ 

Mr. G. 8. Prior said he thought tle using 
of stamps by grocers disorganized trade, 
and does not understand how a grocer can 
afford to give 5 per cent of his business. 
While Mr. Prior seems to- be opposed to 
the stamps, he says he will not bother him- 
self about fighting the company. He is 
of the opin‘on that the interest taken by 
consumers in the stamps will soon die out. 

Mr. A. L. Holbrook is opposed to the 
stamps, and says he does not believe a 
grocer can afford to give 5 per cent of 
his business eway. He Says he believes 
the stamp business will die out, 

Mr. C. A. Tappan said he had not looked 
into the stamp matter and had no opin- 
on to express on the matter. Mr. I. 8. 
Mitchell said he knew very little about 
the stamps, but that they did not interfere 
with him. He does not think a grocer can 
give o per cent without making it 
in some way. 

Mr. S. C. Styron says he thinks the stamp 
company is a delusion and is opposed to it. 
He says he ‘has felt the effeet of not hav- 
ing them, and thinks they will work great 
injury to the grocery business. 

It is said that the legality of the stamp 
business has been tested in Boston. Mass., 
recently and uphe!d by the courts there. 
The meeting of grocers next week wil] 
a matter of interest, and if they decide 
to take the matter to the courts some fine 
points will be developed.

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Judge Candler Will Hear Habeas Cor- 
pus Proceedings Today.

TO TEST LEGALITY OF COURT 


—_ 


injunction Has Been Withdrawn and 
a Negro’s Liberty Will Be 
the Issue. 


The injunction filed to enjoin the county 
officials of DeKalb from paying out money 
or issuing scrip to the jurors or witnesses 
of the city court of DeKalb has been with- 
drawn and the legality of the court will be 
tested in another way. 

A habeas corpus proceeding will be heard 
before Judge Candler this afternoon at 2 
o’clock in Decatur for this purpose and 
will act the same as the injunction, as far 
as testing the legality of the acts of the 
court which is the question involved. 

Several days ago a warrant was issued 
by the court for Reuben Thomas, charged 
with stealing a cowhide. He was arrested 
under the authority of the warrant and is 
now confined jin the jail. The right of the 
court to issue this warrant and have the 
defendant imprisoned for the offense of 
larceny will. be argued. 

Colonel Braswell, who represents the tax- 
payers that are testing the authority of 
the court, said yesterday that the injunc- 
tion would be withdrawn and the habeas 
corpus proceeding will work to the same 
end and be much more thorough, as the di- 
rect issue could be reached much easier 
and the final decision be more conclusive. 

Much interest is manifested in the out- 
come of the proceeding as the business of 
the court has been very large and exten- 
sive since its creation and if it is declared 
an illegal tribunal might, it is thought, 
effect some of the previous business of the 
court. 

An attempt was made to abolish the 

court by act of the last legislature, but the 
bill did not pass the general assembly and 
since then a new judge has been appointed 
for it. The taxpayers of the county have 
expressed their opinion through the grand 
juries, the last two having recommended 
that it be abolished. The injunction filed a 
few days ago was for this purpose. 
t attacked the court on the ground that 
it was never legally constituted; that it 
was created by a special act of the legisla- 
ture when it should have been established 
under the provision of the general act 
which was then in existence and provided 
that a city court could be established upon 
recommendation of the grand jury of the 
county. The bill sets forth that this was 
not done and therefore is an illegal body. 

Those who are upholding the court say 
that it was first created by the general 
act and that later a special act was passed. 
It was first known as the county court and 
after the special act was called the city 
court of DeKalb. This is a historical point 
that will come before Judge Candler when 
he hears the case today. Both sides are 
ready for a hot fight and there will be 
some learmed arguments delivered. 


GOGGINS IS IN ATLANTA. 


He Deserted His Wife on Account of 
Alleged Unfaithfulness. 


George B. Goggins, who deserted his wife 
in Montgomery last December, is in Atlan- 
ta. The letter which Mrs. Goggins wrote 
to Chief Manly, of the police department, 
seeking tidings of ‘her busband, has located 
him. He has been in this city several days, 
and will remiain here provided he secures 
employment. 

Behind this marital romance les an in- 
teresting story. About five years ago Gog- 
gins met Miss Atkinson, from Montgomery, 
at a summer resort near Tuskaloosa, Ala. 
He fell desperately in love with her with- 
out knowing much of her history, so it 
is said, and in a very short while married 
her. The couple took up their residence in 
Montgomery, but their cup of joy has not 
been full. 

According to reports, another man has 
come between Goggins and his wife, and 
it is said that she has been untrue to him. 
Goggins, seeing the unfaithfulness of his 
wife, as he charges, and not wishing to 
cause any further trouble for the sake of 
his people, determined to leave her. He, 
therefore, came to Atlanta without inform- 
ing her of his destination. 

Since Goggins’s departure his wife has 
been searching for him. There were no chil- 
dren resulting from the union, but Mrs. 
Goggins may bring proceedings of deser- 
tion against her husband if she locates him. 
Goggins is said to be an honest, hardwork- 
ing man, and his friends say he is not to 
blame in deserting his wife.

Says Colonel Glenn. 


“LAW AND ORDER VS. ANARCHY” 


Case Will Go Before Supreme Court on 
January 17th and Be Argued 
by Counsel, 


Flanagan will be given another chance 
for his life on January 17th, and as he lin- 
gers in the little jail at Decatur he often 
asks Sheriff Austin when the day for his 
new trial will come. He continues to fear 
the mob that he has been expecting and 
trembles when the least noise is made out- 
side the jail. 

The hearing of the case before the su- 
preme court will be argued by both sides 
and Colonel Glenn said yesterday that he 
would make every effort to get a new trial 
for his client. He believes that the court 
will not only grant a new trial, but also 
a change of venue. The bill of exceptions 
before the judges cites a number of grounds 
for a change of venue and they are said 
to be very strong. 

Colonel Glenn, in speaking of the case 
yesterday, was bitter in his arraignment of 
publ.c opinion about the prisoner and de- 
nounced the way in which Flanagan's trials 
had Deen conducted. He sald: 

“It is the difference between law and 
order on one side and anarchy on the other: 
lt tlanagan is hanged it will not be tne 
enforcement of tne iaw, but the perversion 
of it. If we must hang men of this Kind 
then the law ought to be changed. ‘That 
man has been «persecuted. He has not 
received the right and justice that is the 
object of the enforcement of law and the 
intended result of its enactment. 

Flanagan is but a small part of this case. 
It is not he that makes the decisions in 
this case of importance, but the principles 
that are involved. As for me receiving 
money for my services in this case that 
has long passed away and now I am mak- 
ing the fight for the principle that may be 
established by the decisions of the courts 


in it. 

“If this man is hanged it is judicial mur- 
der, He has not been given a fair chance 
for his life While the county has spent 
thousands of dollars for his conviction, not 
one cent have they expended for his ac- 
quittal. They have paid for the jurors and 
the running of the court, but they have 
not given a cent to have the witnesses for 
the defense appear and testify. 

“The county authorities are now holding 
$540 that cannot be obtained to pay the 
expenses of witnesses coming here to this 
trial from his old home in Tennessee, who 
know more of him than anybody else and 
could deliver important festimony in his 
behalf. At the last tMal their evidence 
given on the former trial had to be read 
to the jury from the records. _ 

“People all over the state say ‘hang him’ 
now, but if he should be made to die for 
his crime in a short time the same people 
would say that he should not have been 
hanged because he was crazy. I will fight 
the case to the end and do my utmost to 
get justice for the man. I will exhaust 
every possible means and if I fail it w'll be 
for the reason ‘that the law has not been 
carried out, its object g¢ thwarted, and 
the decisions which have been rendered 
emanate from prejudice or ignorance. Most 
probably from the former. I have no pa- 
tience with our judicial system if this man 
is not given an opportunity to make a 
proper showing.’’ 


CITY INJUNCTION CASE TODAY. 


Argument Will Be Heard by Judge 
Lumpkin in Chambers. 


Argument will be made this morning 
before Julge Lumpkin, in chambers, by 
the attorneys interested in the application 
for injunction restraining the city and the 
county from making the proposed court 
house trade. “s 

The bill, which was filed by Attorneys 
Palmer and Read several days ago and upon 
which atemporary injunction was allo ved, 
has been printed in full by The Constitu- 
tion. It declares that the city has not the 
right to expend the money for any part of 
a city hall or any interest in any property, 
but that the law contemplated that the 
city should buy its building as a whole and 
not in part, as the proposed trade recently 
entered into recites. 

The county ‘vill be represented by County 
Attorney Luther Z. Rosser and City Attor- 
ney Anderson and Asgsistant City Attorney 
Pendleton will appear as counsel for the 
city. The hearing will be exceedingly in- 
teresting, and a great deal of law is in- 
volved in the question, claim the attorneys 
in tl@ case.
